LAWYERS AND LAW FIRMS. 


Some nocentr Developments In the taw 
Praotlce^of the Metropolis. 


The practice^'of law in New York is 


not only a profession but a business. 
Many small factories occupy less room 
and employ fewer people than Borne of 
the great law firms of this city. Law 
partnerships have always existed here, 
but the large law firm with half a dozen 
partners, a host of clerks and a corps of 
office boys, all occupying a large suite of 
apartments in a tall office building, is a 
thing of comparatively recent growth. 
The office rent alone of such a firm would 
have been a handsome income for any 
but tfee inobt successful lawyers of fifty 
years ago. 
The law firm that acts as counsel for 


a great local corporation employs forty 
clerks, all of them lawyers, graduates in 
law or law students, eight or ten "ex- 
aminers" to collect evidence, four or live 
stenographers, from sis to ten type- 
writers, four or five proofreaders, a 
cashier, n man in charge of documents 
and half a dozen office boys. The pay 
roll of such u firm must foot up $800 a 
week. Law clerks are paid from $500 to 
$3,000 a year; stenographers from $750 
to $1,000; typewriters from $000 to $800, 
and office boys from $300 to $400. The 
office rent of such a firm is not likely to 
be less than $4,000 a year. Many smaller 
firms pay out $5,000 a year in salaries. 


One effect of this development in the 


practice of law is the lessening of busi 
ness for beginners. When a law firm 
has half a dozen salaried lawyers at ito 
call, even small cases are not despised. 
Many a suit involving less than $100 is 
placed in the hands of law firms whose 
annual transactions may involve mil- 
lions. 
The clerk that is set at such 


minor tasks may bo a graduate of the 
best law school in the land or a lawyer 
ten years at the bar. Many a well edu- 
cated and capable lawyer is unable to 
build up a practice iu New York, and if 
nothing else present^ itself such a man 
gladly accepts one of the better paid 
clerkships in a large office. 
He may 


know vastly more law than some mem- 
bers of the employing firm, for great 
law firms are not composed exclusively 
of great lawyers. 
The important thing is that a man 


may be able to attract clients, and this 
he may do in a dozen ways not involving 
a knowledge of law, One man was ad- 
mitted to partnership in an important 
New York law firm because it was 
known that he could bring a single $15,- 
000 fee to the office. Such a case, how- 
ever, is rare. 
The great law firms of New York do 


not attempt to maintain large private 
libraries. The libraries of the Law In- 
stitute in the postofflce building and of 
the Bar association in Twenty-ninth 
street, near Fifth avenue, furnish facil- 
ities that make large office libraries no 
longer a necessity. When an important 
question involving an examination of 
authorities is to be looked up, a clerk is 
dispatched to the Law Institute, where 
he has ample opportunities to consult 
whatever book he may need. 


Some of the most famous lawyers in 


town pass whole days in the library of 
the Bar association, 
Attendants are 


ready at a signal of an electric bell to 
bring whatever book may be needed. 
The place is absolutely free from noise 
and from the intrusion of clients. Some 
of the most famous cases of recent times 
have been prepared in this library. It 
is a favorite workshop at night and ou 
Sunday. No liquors or cigars are sold 
upon the premises, but smoking is per- 
mitted in the parlor. In fact, the Bar 
association affords many of the comforts 
but few of the privileges of n club.— 
Now York Recorder. 


He Finally Benched School.

The kind tpacher, who had too 
much regard for the little fellow to pun- 
ish him harshly, resorted to sharp lec- 
ttu-ea for his tardiness, but the whole 
some advice did no good, so she wrote a 
note to the little scholar's mother, tell- 
ing of his shortcomings, and asking the 
parent if he could not bo made to come 
to school early, as he was always tardy.

Investigations are progressing in Phil- 


adelphia, and rottenness, rank and load 
smelling is developed in every depart- 
ment of the Government. Glaring abases 
have been discovered everywhere, but es- 
pecially in the collection of delinquent 
mercantile taxes, showing that Treasurer 
Bardsley was not the only official who 
has been plundering the taxpayers. The 
ring was bold' and shrewd, and its rami- 
fications extensive. 
Last year nearly 


seven thousand suits wore brought for 
delinquent taxes before Magistrates at a 
cost of $31,194. These suits resulted in 
securing only two hundred and forty- 
nine case?, and the collection of $2,725, 
The taxpayers lost $38,467 on these suits, 
the costs exceeding thei collections to 
that amount. In addition, 10,867 nomos 
were stricken from the tux list by {lie ap- 
praisers after they had been paid C2J<£ 
cents per name for classifying them, and 
had paid II 50 per namo for advertising 
them. 
It is found that many of the ex- 


emptions were made fur political rea- 
sons, and that the State was robbsd of 
$60,000 by this little job alone in the 
last year. 


Now the cashier of the Keystone Na- 


tional Bank, against 
which Bardsley 


held fourteen due bil'si for $933,000 of 
the public funds, which he claimed to 
have deposited in that bank, swears that 
but six of those due bil s are legitimate, 
and that they represent only $325,000, 
which was the actual amount deposited 
by Bardslny, the bills for the other $600,- 
000 being fraudulent, cot one cent hav- 
ing been deposited in tlie bank for them.

Temperature and Rain Fall on the Pa- 


cific CottHt. 


The weather review for July for the 


Division of tbe Pacific, Lieutenant John 
P. Finley in charge, says: 


The month of July ha* been distin- 


guished by excessively high temperatures, 
local storms, high winds aud early rains. 
Ail ryolonia disturbances, that is their 
centers, have moved eastward over British 
Columbia, beyond the limit of the Weather 
Bureau Charts. 
In two instances the 


centers came sufficiently far south to give 
rise to light rains in Northern, California. 
These disturbances passed over British 
Columbia on the 7th and fcth, and on the 
24th and 25th. 
This last disturbance 


moved eastward with extreme slowness, 
remaining in the vicinity of the Pacific 
Coast States from the 20lhlothe30. 
Its 


easterly movement was delayed by the 
presence of a very decided area of high 
barometric pressure, central in the vicinity 
of Montana for several days. This high 
pressure area gave rise to the hot wave in 
Oregon and Washington on the 22nd and 
23rd, and as it moved further southward 
it developed the hot wave in Southern 
California on the 24th and 25tb. 


RAINFALL. 


The monthly precipitation bus been de- 


cidedly above the average iu Eastern aod 
Southern Oregon, and considerable above 
in Northern Nevada aud Northwestern 
California. 
A marked 
deficiency 
has 


occurred in Western Washington, North- 
western Oregon, Southeastern California, 
and Arizona. The excess ranges from 
0,08 inches at San Francisco to 1.63 inches 
at Baker City and 0.80 inches at Wnlla 
Walla. The deficiency ranges from 0.01 
inch at San Diego to 1.02 inches at Fort 
Canby and 2.17 inches at Fort Grant. 
The heavy rains in Oregon and Eastern 
Washington on the 9th and 10th were due 
to the combination of two cyclonic dis- 
turbances and their low latitude. Bain 
(ell 
on eleven days in California; on 13 
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days in Arizona; on 9 days in Nevada; on 
22 days in Oregon; on 22 days in Wash 
ington. The greatest rainfall in 24 hours 
occurred in Baker City, Or., on the 10th, 
1.16 inches; at Fort Grant 0.82 inches on 
tb« 16th; at Boeeburg 0.30 inches 9th. 


• TEMPERATURE. 


The month of Joly has 
been abnor- 


mally warm iu all dintricts, even at the 
coast stations witb one or two exceptions. 
It has been decidedly above the normal in 
California, especially in the San Joaquin 
and Sacremento Valleys, and in the south- 
west portion of the State. The excese 
ranges from 1 to 3 degrees in Oregon and 
Washington, to 3 to 6 degrees in California. 
A deficiency of 1 degree occurred ot Fort 
Ganby, and of 3 degrees at Fort Grant, 
Arizona. At Eureka, Cal., the tempera- 
ture remained normal. The highest temp- 
eratures occurred as follows: Fresno 111 
deg.; Yuma, 125, 14, 24 dcg.; Bed Bloff, 
112 1 deg,; Los Angeles, 108 25 deg.; 
Portland, Eosebnrg and Walla Walla, 102 
23deg.; Indio, 124 28; Mammoth Tank, 
124 34 deg ; Coltonwood, 115 4 deg. 
Several fatal oases of suaetroke were re- 
ported from towns in thfi central and 
southern portion of California.

Those wbo have nominated in etakca must name to 
the Secretary in writing which they will start the 
day before tbe race, at A p. M. Horses entered In 
purses cm only be drawn by consent of tbe Judges.

September 5th, with tbe Secretary.

All trottlnit and pacing racro are tbe best three 
In five, unlessotherwise specified; five to enter ana 
three to start. But the Board reaervea the right to 
hold a lass number than five to nil, by tbe with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of tbe purse. 
Purse to be divided pro rata. Entrance fee, 10 per 
cent, on purse t to accompany nomination. 


National Association Rules to govern trotting: 
but tbe Board reserves tbe right to trot beat* of 
any two classes alternately, if necessary to nnl.h 
any day's racing, or to trot a special race between 
beats. A horse making a walk-over shall be entl. 
tied only to tbe entrance money paid in. When 
less than the required number of starters appear, 
they m.y contest for tbe entrance money, to be di- 
vided ns follows: CC'i to the first acd 33'6 to tbe 
second. 


In divided purses no horse shall receive mare 


than one money. 


In all the foregoing stakes tbe declarations are 
void unless accompanied by the money, 


Please observe that In tbe above stakes, declara- 
tions aro permitted for a small forfeit. 


In all running races entries not declared out by 


6 p. M. of tne day preceding the race shall be re- 
quired to stirt. 


When there Is more than one entry by one per- 
son, or in one interest, tbe particular borne they 
are to start must be named by 6 r. M. of tbe day 
preceding the race. No added money paid fora 
walk-over. 


Bacing colors to be named in entries. 


In trotting races drivers will be required to we«r 
csps of distinct colors which must ba named in 
tbelr entries.
